Association. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  Convention  shall,  be  the  extension  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
through  the  Sunday  School  work,  and  to  stimulate  our  churches  to  greater  and  more  ef- 
ficient efforts  in  the  interest  of  Sunday  Schools,  to  the  organization  of  new  schools  in  des- 
titute places,  also  by  colportagt  and  Bible  disti-ibutions. 

Art.  3.  This  Convention  shall  be  (^'omposed  of  ministers  and  superintendents  of  the 
Elkin  Association  and  three  delegates  regularly  elected  by  each  Sunday  School,  two  of 
whom  may  be  females;  also  ministers,  superiutendents,  and  delegates  of  outside  Sunday 
Schools  duly  represented. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  thisConvention  shall  be  President,  Vice-President,  Secretarj', 
Tieasur^r  and  Executive  Committee  of  five  members  chosen  annually  Irom  its  delegates, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  shall  perform  the  duties 
pertaining  to  their  offices. 

Art.  5.  The  Convention  may  invite  visiting  brethren  to  seats,  and  extend  to  them  all 
the  privileges  of  the  body  save  that  of  voting. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  by  two 
thirds  of  the  delegates  present  voting  in  the  affirmation.
